Applicants amended claim 1 . No new matter has been introduced

Claims 1,2,4 and 8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicants regards as the invention. Applicants amended claim 1 as suggested by the 
Examiner. 

In view of foregoing, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 
112, second paragraph be withdrawn.

overcome the rejection.

Examiner but is N-(tert-butyi)-2-({5-meihyJ Ketone-2-|3,4,5-trimethoxyphenyl)aminolpyrimidin-4- 
yl}aminobenzamide (structure depicted for your convenience). 
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Example 38 is not encompassed by the instant claims since R s In applicant's C=a;m 1 
cannot bs an acety group as shown in Example 38. 

Applicants further argue that the Instant claims do not read on any of the examples 
disclosed in US 2007/0010668. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request the rejections under 35 U.S.C.. 
§ 102(e) be withdrawn.
